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The United States is experiencing the 
greatest outbreak of West Nile Virus 
(WNV) since its initial introduction in 
New York during the summer of 1999. 
A total of 1,590 cases of WNV cases 
have been reported with 66 of those 
cases resulting in death according to 
the Center for Disease Control (CDC) 
as of Aug. 28, 2012. The state of Texas 
has been the hardest hit with nearly 
half of all reported cases and deaths 
occurring in the Lone Star State.
